This lias been entered at foot, of each Return ns additional information of some value, 
and will enable the average daily number in receipt of relief for any electoral division or 
union to be calculated, if it bo desired to do so, by dividing tlie total annual cost by the 
annual cost for one person. 



II. — Union at Large. 

The amount shown in the Tables, being limited to in-maintenance and out-iloor relief, 
shows only a portion of the union charges. The following are the principal of such

Column 5 includes the mini of 123,718/. for medical charities relief, and vaccination 
expenses, which stric.liy arc. neither electoral division nor union charges, hut arc charged 
according to net annual value upon the electoral divisions comprised in the dispensary 
districts, which contain, on an average, four electoral divisions each.
